JOHN BULL STIRRED UP. 


Recent Retorms—Tbhe Glorious Pro- 
fession of Arms Not to be Prosti- 
tuted. 

(World London Letter.) 

Thovgh the Britishers-are by no meaus 
such a ” goahead people as their American 
cousins, it must be confessed that they have, 
of late, been making considerable progress; 
not so much of their own accord and ‘free 
will, 88 by reason of stern necessity. Jphno 
Bull never stire if he can help it. he Lon- 
don mob aroused bim from his-slumbe1s and 
compelled him to extend the electoral fran- 
chise. The Fenian brotherhood aid their 
doings next induced him to abolish the ini- 
quity of the [msh Church establishment, and 
to recoguize the claim: of Lrish tenants; the 
Diseeuters foreed him to reconsider the ques- 
tion of University .tests; and now the mili- 
tary successes of Prussia have made the 
old gentieman alive to the necessity 
of abolishing the system of purchase in 
the army, and thoroughly reorganizing his 
rmojlitary forces. Amid enthusiustic cheering 
Mr, Cardwell, the Minister of War, announce 
in the House of Commons, , that the govern- 
mevt had come to the conclusion that the 
present disgraceful system of trafficking and 
purcbese in the glorious profession of arms 
ougbt to cease, and that they therefore rec- 
ommend to. the House the abolition of the 
purchase system Thisis a death blow to an 
abuse which has been tolerated far too long; 
but the long suffering British tax-payers will 
have to pay dearly for this reform, as it is c:l 
tulated that from £7,400,000 to £8,000,000 
will be required to compensate officers who 
have already purchased commissions. This - 
but just when it is considered that the office 
in question bought their comm’ssious on 
the understanding that they would be 
e'lowed toseli them again, which they of course 
will be unable to do when there are nO longer 

any purchasers, Under the new scheme for 
the reorganization of the army, England will 

have nearly baif a milhon of men (497,000) 

underarms. The regulars will number 135,- 

000, of whom 108,000 will be stationed in this 

country, while there will be 139,000 militia, 

14 000 yeomanry, 9,000 first army reserve, 30,- 

000 second army reserve and prisoners, and 

170 om volunteers. Of couree John Bull 

will have to pay for this increased 

efficiency, the army estimates for the 
present year being £15,851,700, or £2,886,700 io 
excess of last year’s votes. When Mr. ‘Card- 
well rose to move the estimates he was re- 
ceived with coldness by a crowded House, 
but gradually, as he unfolded bia plan, the ap- 
proving cries of ‘‘Hear, hear!” became more 
and more frequent; and when he resumed bis 
seat there was a general burst of applause. 

The discussion of the estimates was postponed
